FAREWELL 
TO JOYCE

MOURNERS attended the funeral 
of charity fundraiser Joyce Long 
on Tuesday. 

The great-grandmother of six 
passed away peacefully just before 
Christmas aged 86. 

Joyce was made an MBE for her 
services to charity in 2004. She 
raised more than £1.5m in 30 years 
for Southend Hospital, mostly by 
holding charity sales close to her 
home in Thundersley. 

In a statement, a family spokes¬ 
woman said : “We have lost a won¬ 
derful mother and grandmother, 
who always put other people 
before herself She was an inspira¬ 
tion to everyone who knew her. 
She lived for her family, her grand¬ 
children and great grandchildren. 
Her charity work was also very 
special to her. She will never be 
forgotten.” 

Local people would donate 
unwanted saleable items. Joyce 
would then store them and then 
sell them over a week long sale, 
often raising thousands of pounds. 

The cash came via a series of 
pop-up charity shops and latterly 
through her famous garden sales, 
held three or four times a year. 

Southend University Hospital 
NHS Foundation Trust chairman, 
Alan Tobias OBE, said; “The 
name Joyce Long MBE is synony¬ 
mous with fundraising here at 
Southend Hospital and we are 
deeply saddened by her the death. 

“Joyce was an amazing ambas¬ 
sador for our hospital and we are 
forever in her debt for the time she 
devoted to championing the care 


of our patients and in helping to 
raise extraordinary sums of money 
for new equipment which have 
helped so many in our community 
over the years. 

“Our thoughts and condolences 
are with Joyce’s family at this very 
sad time.” 

Joyce started charity work by 
raising hundreds of thousands of 
pounds for an eye laser machine 
for Hammersmith Hospital, where 
her husband Percy, was being 
treated for diabetes. 

“I used to go out to pubs and 
clubs of a night with my collection 
tin,” Joyce said shortly before her 
death. 

“Oh, there was plenty of banter, I 
can tell you. But I always did well.” 


Joyce supported all the major 
hospital appeals, including those 
to fund a CAT scanner and then an 
MRI machine in the 1990s. 

Fellow fundraiser Malachy 
O’Sullivan, MBE, said: “Joyce 
Long was a trailblazer who did so 
much for the hospital. Her going 
will be a great loss to us all. She 
was an inspirational figure.” 

Joyce went on to support every 
single hospital appeal, along with 
donating equipment worth hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds to 
individual wards. 

The hospital named a room after 
her at its new Education Centre 
which opened in 2010. 

By then she had graduated from 
late-night collections to starting a 


series of pop-up shops in the 
Thundersley and Benfleet areas, 
with items donated by well-wishers. 

A close friend, inspired by 
Joyce’s dedication to giving, 
bequeathed the proceeds of the 
sale of a bungalow directly to the 
hospital charity. 

Joyce also found the time to raise 
money for Great Ormond Street 
children’s hospital, which had 
treated a family member. 

But after suffering a small stroke 
seven years ago, daughter Angie 
Alden, 66, and son-in-law Ron 
persuaded her to scale down her 
efforts. 

So she held a seasonal garden 
sale three or four times a year, rais¬ 
ing between £9,000 and £12,000 a 
year, which still involved a huge 
amount of organisation and hard 
work. 

“She was a brilliant mother, a 
brilliant grandmother and an 
amazing great-grandmother,” said 
daughter Angie. 

“She was a good wife - my dad 
was buried 22 years ago on the 
very day she died and she nursed 
him to the end. 

“She was an amazing lady - 
always out in the garage sorting 
out stuff for her garden sales. She 
really was an inspiration to 
women.” 

Joyce is survived by Angie, three 
grandchildren and six great-grand¬ 
children. 

Her funeral was held at 
Thundersley Congregational 
Church, followed by a service at 
Southend Crematorium at midday. 
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A new hotel and medical 
unit, a footpath was shut 
and an airport expansion

JANUARY 


FOOTPATHS on the famous 
cliffs in Leigh were shut to the 
public because ground move¬ 
ment had made them unstable. 

Since flooding in August 
2013 the grounds of the cliffs 
had become saturated with 
water. 

The level of the ground 
movement on Leigh Cliffs, 
below upmarket Cliffs Parade, 
had become evident causing 
the paths to become cracked 


and uneven. The council said it 
had to shut the footpaths and 
erect signs for the safety of the 
public. 

A couple who both had key¬ 
hole surgery for bowel cancer 
at the same time, helped raise 
£600,000 to provide a 21st cen¬ 
tury keyhole surgery suite at 
Southend Hospital. 

Wendy and Gary Barnes have 
been together for 39 years and 
married for 29. They work 
together and share the same 
leisure interests. 

Friends and family weren't 
surprised when they both had 


to undergo surgery for bowel 
disease at the same time. 

Plans to build a £15 million 
apartment block, restaurant 
and underground car park were 
put forward for the Esplanade 
pub site on Southend sea front. 

The proposals were submit¬ 
ted by Swedish owned devel¬ 
opment company Redab 
Properties Pic and consisted of 
plans for 24 apartments. 

The firm said the plans were 
designed to blend in with the 
town's conservation area, offer¬ 
ing state of the art architectural 
designs including solar panels 


for energy savings, brown 
water initiatives to recycle 
rainwater, ground water for 
heating and the use of atriums 
to capitalise on natural light. 

THE first council home built 


FEBRUARY 


in Southend since 1989 was 
ready for new tenants in 
February. 

The three bedroom, two 
storey property with off street 
parking in Byron Avenue, 
Southend, was officially 
declared ready for inhabitation 
by Southend mayor, Chris 
Walker. 

The authority said it hoped to 
build more homes on 'suitable' 
land in Shoebury. 

Councillor for adult social 
care, health and housing, David 
Norman said the authority said 


he was 

delighted the 
new home 
was ready 
and hoped it 
would mark 
the beginning 

B of the cre¬ 
ation of more 
council 
homes. 

Mr Norman 
said the coun¬ 
cil needed to 
increase the borough's stock of 
affordable housing. 

Southend airport was given 
the go ahead to re-introduce a 
controlled airspace in 
February. 

The Civil Aviation Authority 
announced the move would 
safeguard aircraft on the 
approach and departure from 
the airport and minimise envi¬ 
ronmental impacts. 


MARCH 


TWO new units were opened 
in March inside Southend 
Hospital's emergency depart¬ 
ment. 

A new self contained area for 
children attending the paedi¬ 
atric emergency department 
(PED) opened with four dedi¬ 
cated bays with a separate 
triage room, providing a spe¬ 
cialist area for children to be 


cared for. 

A new hotel in Southend cre¬ 
ated 77 new jobs. 

The doors of the Premier Inn 
hotel, in Eastern Esplanade, 
were opened on Tuesday, 
March 17, by mayor Chris 
Walker. 

The 81 bedroom hotel invest¬ 
ed more than £1.5m into 
accommodation for visitors in 
the town opened with a 
Brewers Fayre Pub next to it. 

Southend YMCA received a 
grant of £64,103 from BBC 
Children in Need. 

The charity said the cash 
injection would help young¬ 
sters with education, employ¬ 
ment and work for a Youth 
Achievement Awards. 

Alex Milne, Team YP coordi¬ 
nator at Southend YMCA, said 

the achievement awards were 
a fantastic tool that helped 
youngsters build confidence, 
resilience and self esteem 
through positive activities, 
sports and personal develop¬ 
ment sessions. 

The YMCA works with 
youngsters at risk of exclusion, 
isolation who may not be 
thriving at school or in their 
personal or home life. 

Syrie Cox, CEO for 
Southend YMCA, said she was 
delighted and humbled to 
receive a grant from BBC 
Children in Need.

Maritime festivai is 
a first for Southend 


JUNE 


THOUSANDS of peo¬ 
ple flocked to 
Southend seafront to 
enjoy the first 
Southend-on-Sea mar¬ 
itime festival. 

Revellers were 
blessed with glorious 
sunshine for a week¬ 
end bonanza of activi¬ 
ties along the seafront 
between Three Shells 
Beach and the Sea- 
Life Adventure 
Aquarium. Thames 
Coastguard closed its 
doors for good in June. 
The Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency 
shut the Thames sta¬ 
tion covering the Essex 
and Kent coast line. 
Thames Coastguard 


officers exclusively 
told the YA they 
thought the service 
'would not be as effec¬ 
tive' running from a 
different area as local 
knowledge would be 
lost. Members of 
Southend's Volunteer 
Centre met up at Uncle 
Tom's Cabin, 

Shoebury Common 
Beach for a hard day's 
graft of beach clean¬ 
ing. The big annual 
beach clean up was 
part of volunteers 
week and saw people 
of all ages roll their 
sleeves up and get 
cleaning. 

Volunteers learnt 
about environmental 
concerns including 
seaweed identification 
and plastics. 


A STUDENT was 
jailed for life in July 
for the murder of 
Hassan Mohammed. 

Hassan, 24, of 
Camberwell in 

London, was stabbed 
twice in York Road, 
Southend, on July 7, 
2014. He died at 
Southend Hospital the 
following day. Tajwar 
Alam, 19, of Seaford 
Road, North London, 
had denied murder but 
was convicted by a 
majority verdict after 
a trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court. He was 
sentenced at the same 
court on Friday July 3. 

A Southend council¬ 
lor enlisted the YA's 


help to get residents 
views on beefing up 
neighbourhood secu¬ 
rity with private firms 
in addition to police. 

St Lukes ward 
Independent council¬ 
lor Brian Ayling said 
he wanted to know if 
families would pay 
around 5 Op a week for 
a security company to 
provide a rapid 
response to the first 
sign of trouble. 
Councillor Ayling's 
idea came in the wake 
of Essex police com¬ 
missioners Nick 
Alson's controversial 
plans to slash neigh¬ 
bourhood policing. 
He said residents 
‘couldn't be sure a 999 
call would get an 
urgent response’.

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Booming tourism and saiiors compete 




AUGUST 


SOUTHEND Council set aside 
cash for a radical overhaul of 
Southend pier. 

Council chiefs wanted to hear 
from as many people as possi¬ 
ble about their dream idea of 
what they would love to see on 
the pier. 

The news came as research 
showed almost seven million 
people visited Southend last 
year. 

However just 315,000 of 
those visitors went onto the 
pier. 

Council leaders said they 
want the pier to become a 
major attraction in itself 

In an exclusive meeting with 
the YA council leader Ron 
Woodley said it was crucial the 
authority received public feed¬ 
back on the topic. 

Improvements to the pier 
would be paid for by a private 
company or by the council. 


The Beecroft art gallery in 
Station Road, Westcliff needed 
a new purpose in life. 

Residents views were being 
sought on what they would like 
to see inside the charming 
Edwardian property, which was 
a hotel before it became an art 
gallery. 

The gallery, which first 
opened in 1953, was the brain¬ 
child of Walter Beecroft who 


was a local solicitor and art 
lover. Southend braced itself 
for another huge wave of 
tourists and business visitors in 
August. The news came fol¬ 
lowing the YA's revelation the 
town had seen a 364 per cent 
increase in the number of visi¬ 
tors compared to five years 
ago. Numbers were expected 
to grow again following a 
staunch campaign to forge 
business, tourism and cultural 
links between Southend and a 
host of European cities. 

Council chiefs gave business 
and tourism bosses from the 
Dutch town Groningen, a tour 
of Southend during the peak 
holiday season. 

The two parties met on 
Southend pier, took a tour of 
the town, then had lunch at 
Thorpe Bay's Rosalin Hotel. 

During discussions, both par¬ 
ties vowed to forge links 
between the two locations in a 
bid to increase visitors in each 
area. 


SEPTEMBER 


CHILDREN and parents 
enjoyed a festival with a differ¬ 
ence inside one of Southend's 
most picturesque parks. 

Southend model boat club 
held their annual festival of 
model boating. 

Visitors enjoyed a lively three 
days in Southchurch Park. 

Dark skies, winds and 
swirling Thames currents test¬ 
ed the skills of the bravest 
sailors as Southend saw the 
start of a year long race in 
September.

NOVEMBER 


THOUSANDS of people took part in a moving 
Remembranee Day serviee in Southend. 

The serviee began in Prittlewell Square with 
veterans and other uniformed organisations 
assembled with standard bearers. 

The Queen’s eolour party then marehed to the 
head of the parade whieh moved off towards the 
Cenotaph followed by representatives of 
Southend’s faith eommunities who were led by 
major Andrew Bale of the Salvation Army. 

• ITt was announeed 1,200 jobs were to go at 
Southend's Revenue and Customs offiee. 

The losses at the Vietoria Road offiee, were 
part of a nationwide drive to slash government 
spending. 

Union ehief Margaret Rathbone told the YA 
the news was devastating for Southend. 

She said workers would either be offered eom- 
pulsory redundaney or be offered a job at anoth¬ 
er eustoms and revenue offiee whieh would 
mean extra time spent travelling and extra eost. 

The offiee, seheduled to shut in 2020, deals 
with ineome tax and tax eredits. 

The Government annoueed it would open an 
offiee in Stratford, east London in 2021 and 
would house up to 7,000 workers. 

# THE demolition of Leigh's historie Bell Hotel 
had been deseribed by Southend planners as a 
'devastating' to the town's arehiteetural heritage. 

Southend Couneil said it had been working with 
the Health and Safety Exeeutive (HSE) to investi¬ 
gate the eollapse of the hotel's roof in November. 

Roads were elosed, and the damage resulted in 
the historie building - whieh was being redevel¬ 
oped into luxury flats - being demolished. 

Cllr Martin Terry, exeeutive eouneillor for 
housing, planning and regulatory serviees at 
Southend Couneil, said the eollapse of the Bell 
Hotel was as a devastating blow to Leigh’s 
arehiteetural heritage 

• COUNCIL ehiefs told the YA Southend had 
been awarded the highest number of blue flag 
awards to reaeh the 'exeellent' eategory than 
ever before for its beaehes this year. 

Thrilled eouneil bosses said the news would 
mean massive boost for the area's tourist trade 
next year worth £400 million annually.

W ANDER the gardens of the 
beloved home of one of 
Britain's greatest politi- 
oians, Sir Winston Churohill, this 
winter, while also finding out more 
about the man himself during a 
speoial exhibition. 

While Chartwell House is olosed 
during the winter, there is still plen¬ 
ty to do in the grounds of the 
famous home in Westerham, Kent, 
before it fully reopens in the spring. 

There is even some festive fun 
still to be had up until Sunday, 
January 3, so why not make the 
most of the remainder of the 
Christmas holidays. 

At Chartwell, where Churohill 
drew inspiration from 1924 until 
the end of his life, there are beauti¬ 
ful gardens to explore, as well as a 
studio and a speoial new exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The studio, whioh is open every 
day from noon to 3.30pm, displays 
many of Churohill's paintings whioh 
have been saved for the nation. 

As an avid amateur painter he 
oreated more than 500 oanvasses 
during his lifetime, from land- 
soapes of familiar surroundings at 
Chartwell to soenes from his trav¬ 
els to Egypt, Paris and Marrakeoh. 

As well as gazing at the paint¬ 
ings, you oan also disoover more 


about them and Churohill's style of 
painting during talks held in the 
studio every day at 12.30pm and 
2pm. 

Chartwell's new winter exhibition 
Into the Trenohes is open until 
Sunday, February 21. It marks 100 
years sinoe Churohill served on the 
Western Front during the First 
World War and foouses on his 
eduoation, his involvement in the 
Boer War, and his time as Lord of 
the Admiralty before he moved on 
to his servioe in the trenohes dur¬ 
ing the Great War. 

Take time out to explore the gar¬ 
dens at Chartwell and disoover its 
kitohen garden, the lakes that 
Churohill oreated, its rose walk and 
orohard, as well as the rook gar¬ 
den, whioh oaught Lady Churohill's 
eye at the Chelsea Flower Show in 
1948 and was given to her as a 
gift. 

The hillside gardens, whioh also 
inolude the Maryoot, a playhouse 
designed for Churohill's youngest 
daughter Mary, refleot Sir 
Winston’s love of the landsoape 
and nature. 

If you want to venture further 



then beyond the gardens there is 
an expanse of woodland, natural 
play areas and swings, with looped 
trails, and a three-hour Limpsfield 
Chart oiroular walk that will take 
you aoross open oountryside and 
wooded glades. 

What's more, from 11am to 3pm, 


every day up until Sunday, January 
3, you oan piok up a ohildren's trail 
from the visitor weloome oentre. 

Throughout the Christmas holi¬ 
days youngsters have been taking 
on the ohallenge to spot the toys 
aooidently dropped by Father 
Christmas as he flew over 


Chartwell on his sleigh, and taokle 
some festive puzzles along the 
way. 

You oan still do so up until 
January 3, so make sure you take 
all the family and piok up a prize.

SOUTHEND United’s recent 
unbeaten Sky Bet League One run 
came to an abrupt end as impres¬ 
sive Millwall breezed to a comfort¬ 
able victory on a hugely disap¬ 
pointing afternoon at Roots Hall. 

Blues went into this clash in a 
buoyant mood following a Boxing 
Day triumph at local rivals Colch¬ 
ester United, a victory that extend¬ 
ed their recent unbeaten sequence 
to seven and kept them within 
touching distance of the play-off 
places. 

Meanwhile Millwall arrived at 
Roots Hall keen to end a run of 
four straight league defeats that 
had seen them frustratingly slip 
away from the chasing pack 
towards the top of the table. 

Blues boss Phil Brown kept faith 
with the same starting eleven as 
that from the derby win at the 
Weston Homes Stadium, but it was 
a scrappy opening to the encounter, 
with neither side able to offer any 
kind of quality or viable threat. 
Indeed, the game was 15 minutes 
old before either side produced a 
goalbound effort. Blues Adam 
Barrett heading over a Ben Coker 
flag-kick, while Ryan Leonard was 
unable to hit the target after find¬ 
ing some room at the far post. But 
just before the half hour mark, and 
with their first real foray forward, 
Millwall grabbed the lead. Joe 
Martin fired low past Daniel Bent¬ 
ley from 18-yards, this after the 
hosts had failed to deal with Lred 
Onyedinma’s centre. 

Blues looked for an immediate 


way back. Leonard fired over after 
David Mooney had picked him out, 
while Noel Hunt’s header did very 
little to trouble Millwall’s Irish inter¬ 
national keeper David Lorde. 

But before Blues could make any 
real headway their troubled deep¬ 
ened. Shaun Cummings effort 
came back off an upright, striking 
Bentley and agonisingly ricochet¬ 
ing back over the line. 

Millwall could have had a third, 
firstly when Onyedinma surged 
forward, but his close range 
attempt drifted the wrong side of a 
post and then when Steve Morison 
fired wide with the Blues rear¬ 
guard at sixes and sevens. 

But the Blues disastrous half 
wasn’t finished, and when Bentley 
could only push out Morison’s 
fizzing effort, Onyedinma was on 
and to rifle high into the net to put 
the visitors in dreamland. 

After the break Blues chief 
Brown rung the changes with Gary 
deegan and Stephen McLaughlin 
being thrown on in place of Wor- 
rall and Coker.

Blues 
responded, but substitute Joe Pig- 
ott was thwarted firstly by a last 
ditch challenge from Williams, and 
then when Martin put his body on 
the line to block. 

But the visitors confidence was 
now sky high, and when Morison 
expertly sent O’Brien clear the for¬ 
mer Ireland under 21 international 
steered past Bentley for the Lions 
fourth. A combination of Leonard 
and Bentley denied the marauding 
Onyedinma a late fifth for Mill- 
wall, and despite Joe Pigott pass¬ 
ing up a decent opportunity to give 


the scoreline some respectability, 
many Blues fans had long since 
headed for the exits. 

Phil Brown didn’t have too much 
to say after the game, stating: “We 
contributed to our own downfall. 
We gifted them all three of their 
goals in the first half It’s an off- 
day. We had two of them last year 
against Wycombe and Stevenage, 
this is another one. It really hurts”. 

Meanwhile delighted Millwall 
boss Neil Harris said: “I’m really 
pleased.
